S.S. Klondike Riverboat 


The stately S.S. Klondike was one of the largest 
sternwheelers to ply Yukon waters. It is now fully 
fitted, furnished and restored by Parks Canada as 
a National Historic Site.

Robert Campbell Highway Loop 


The Robert Campbell Highway is 572.6 kilometres 
(355.8 miles) in length and connects the southern 
gateway community of Watson Lake with Car- 
macks on the North Klondike Highway. 


Along the route are the communities of Ross River 
at km 362 (mile 225) and Faro at km 415.2 (mile 
258). While both communities offer full services to 
the highway traveller, there are few facilities along 
the rest of the route. 


The Campbell Highway passes through some of 
the most scenic country in the Territory. Simpson, 
Frances, Finlayson and Little Salmon lakes are 
accessible from the highway and the Frenchmen- 
Tatchun Park Road can be reached at km 559.6 
(mile 338.8). 


The highway also provides access to two side 
trips: the Nahanni Range Road #10 to Tungsten 
on the Yukon - N.W.T. border, and the Canol 
Road #6 which leads north through spectacular 
country to MacMillan Pass and south to Johnson's 
Crossing on the Alaska Highway.

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The Dempster Highway #5 


With the completion of the Dempster Highway in 
1978, Canada became the only country in the 
world with road access to three oceans. The 
Dempster is the only public highway in North 
America to cross the Arctic Circle. It is a driving 
adventure well worth the time. 


Linking Dawson City with Inuvik on the Mackenzie 
Delta of the Beaufort Sea, the highway is 726 
kilometres (451 miles) long and is well maintained 
gravel all the way. Heading north, the first services 
are available at Eagle Plains Hotel at km 371.7 
(mile 231). Services are also available at Fort 
MacPherson at the Peel River in the N.W.T., km 
542 (mile 339). 


There are two river crossings via free ferry service 
at the Peel and Mackenzie rivers. The Arctic 
Circle crosses the highway at km 761 (mile 473) 
where there is a pull-off and an appropriate sign, 
the most photographed point on the highway. 


The Dempster passes through a startling variety 
of topography: poplar and spruce forests, the 
North Fork Pass of the Ogilvie Mountains, the 
rolling hills of the Richardson Mountains, Arctic 
Tundra and the Delta region of Inuvik. Some say 
it's the best adventure drive on the continent.
